New Constitution Called 
Most Important Question 

Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 2.— Reasons 
given by the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals for directing a populai 
vote November 4 on the question 
of calling a convention to revis 
Kentucky's Constitution, "mak 
it all the more apparent that thi 
is the most important question 
Kentuckians as such have had be- 
fore them for a generation.' 

This statement was issued here 
today by Paul G. Blazer, Ashland, 
Ky., chairman of the Campaign 
for a Kentucky Constitutional 
Convention. The court gave the 
original decision and handed 
down the reasons for the ruling 
five days later. The decision held 
not only that the vote should be 
held, but also that the conven- 
tion, if held, must submit the final 
draft of the revised Constitution 
back to the people for approval.

The sun shines bright in My 

Old Kentucky Home, and the po- 
litical fires burn brighter as the 
campaign for Governor gets into 
full swing. In no campaign in a 
decade have two such experienced 
and able orators fceen pitted 
against each other and General 
Dummit, the Republican candi- 
date, is a ball of fire with the type 
of stump-speaker wit and ability 
that Kentuckians love. He opened 
his campaign at Louisville last 
Friday night before a large crowd, 
was introduced by the Hon- 
orable Simeon Willis, Governor 
of Kentucky. Most of the Repub- 
lican State leaders were there, 
and Senator John Cooper and 
John Fred Williams also spoke. 
General Dummit said the real 
sue of the campaign was 
whether the people of Kentucky 
wanted an honest,, efficient gov- 
ernment for all the people, as 
they had the last four years, oi 
a return of the "Old Democratic 
Machine" that paid 50 cents i 
pound for 7-cent soap and $170, 
000 dollars for laundry equipment 
worth $38,000.

NEED FOR KNOWING 

For a long time the Readers 
Digest has been running sketch- 
i es under the title "The Most Un- 
'forgettable Character I've Met" 
This piece of mine might be call- 
ed "An Unforgettable Character 
I'm Sorry I Didn't Meet" 
I discovered William ( 
while reading an interesting 
story of Pine Mountain School in 
Harlan County, sent me by Ai> 
thur W. Dowd, along with 
tographs he took as a sideline td 
his teaching at the institution. 
And what a discovery! 
page book could be written about 
the old gentleman and his 
Aunt Sal. 

Mr. Creech was mainly respont- 
sible for the founding of the 1 
school in 1913 by Miss Katherine 
Pettit and Mrs. Ethel de Long 
Zande. Though poor enough to 
be excused for dropping only 
penny in the hat at his mountain 
church, he gave 235 acres of land 
to the school. Today Pine Moun- 
tain ^School is one of the half 
dozen best academic and voca- 
tional institutions of its kind in 
the nation. 

There is not space enough in 
this article to tell the life story 
of William Creech, so I'm quot- 
ing a letter he dictated to Mrs. 
Zande at the time the school was 
established: 

"I want to tell my reasons why 
I want a school here at Pine 
Mountain. There is so many of 
our young folks growing up here 
not even taught up as to Moral- 
ity. It grieved me to think that 
Parents would raise their chil- 
dren under such rulings. I see nc 
chance to better it without wc 
teach the young generation that 
they can't never prosper while 
they follow the old one's Example 
I have been thinking about this 
some thirty years or more. See- 
ing the examples laid before the 
bright young girls of our com- 
munity which is Decoyed off by 
bright young bucks that destroys 
— and robs them of their vir-

1 40 YEARS AGO 

I <The Democratic primary, Tues- 
j day, September 24, ( was "as quiet 
as a country churchyard," The 
Jeffersonian observed in its issue 
of Thursday, September 26, 1907, 
years ago. Only a light 
was polled, it added, with 
interest manifested. Lloyd 
W. Gates was nominated in the 
:ounty for Representative, his op- 
)onents being Charles P. John- 
on and J. B. Guthrie. Of the 
wenty-one votes cast in Jeffer- 
ontown, fifteen were polled at 
he Watterson precinct six at Ma- 
lott, and "up to noon but one 
:ast at Fisherville . . . 
Jefferson, 'the mother of counties' 
originally "had 5,000,000 acres— 
' >W 233,306, assessed at $12,388,- 
0." When the three counties 
Jefferson, Fayette and Lincoln 
ere formed out of the Virginia 
nutty of Kentucky (or Fincastle 
St) in 1780, "it was most likely 
c intention to make them equal, 
1 the small knowledge of geog- 
phy at that early time caused 
is purpose to be defeated, and 
Jefferson came out with the 
share of the original 26,- 
408,320 acres, receiving an allot- 
of 5,000,000 acres." How- 
his area was "pretty good 
pickings" for "the horde of new 
counties that were to be born 
of her." About four years after 
the establishment of Jefferson 
County the Virginia legislature 
began dissecting it, and between 
the years 1784 and 1849 18 new 
counties were from it. Besides 
this, "twelve other counties were 
partly made up of land, "filched 
from it between the years 1785 
and 1844." She was finally al- 
lowed to keep her 233,206 acr s 
left after "the carving." A var- 
iety of soils were found in her 
permanent area, "as fine, in fact, 
as can be found anywhere in the 
state, ranging in price from $10 

ries were grown at Fern Creek 
in 1899, "seven of which filled a 
quart box." . . . "In 1781 Col. Wil- 
liam Linn, Capt. Abraham Tip- 
ton, and Capt. John Chapman 
were killed by Indians in ambush. 
In 1784 Walker Daniel was mas- 
sacred in the same way. And 
in 1788 the grandfather of Abra- 
ham Lincoln paid the penalty of 
his life on Jefferson County soil. 

The first county court in the 
county was held March 17, 1781, 
but there was no courthouse.

DDT Is Not Always 
Harmful to Animals 
Absorption or Licking 
Toxicity Overplayed 

When DDT fly sprays first b< 
came available for farm buildings 
and livestock, there was consider- 
able talk about sprayed animals be- 
ing poisoned from absorption 
through the skin, or from licking 
one another, or licking the walls of 
buildings to which DDT had been 
applied. 

Evidence, however, indicates the 
danger of toxicity to animals has 
been overplayed. For instance, in 
Missouri last summer, a cow drank 
a tubful of DDT barn spray

That figures 
out about 16 per cent for DDT. Most 
recommendations to date have been 
under 1 per cent for DDT water 
sprays on animals. "There were 
absolutely no harmful results" the 
head of the dairy department re- 
ported. The DDT controlled flies, 
too. The spray was put on in May,

Nutritional deficiencies in live- 
stock usually are not as well de- 
fined under farm conditions as 
scientific reports might suggest 
Research on nutritional disorders 
is carried out under controlled 
conditions intentionally establish- 
ed to produce the disease in ques- 
tion, with the result that the 
symptoms are marked and the 
deficiency can be recognized 

Under actual farm conditions, 
it is rare when a needed element 
is totally lacking from a prop- 
erly planned ration, but it fre- 
quently happens that an "in-be- 
tween" deficiency, which may not 
be readily apparent, develops be- 
cause the ration fails to supply 
the full amount of certain ele- 
ments needed for vigorous health 
and highest productivity.

Production is down 
in Europe and Asia. The report 
says Europe will continue to be 
the chief export market for 
United States tobacco if exchange 
can be maintained. 

Exports of burley ' tobacco, 
while off some from those of

| prewar exports. During the first 
half of this year exports totaled 
17,000,000 pounds, compared to 
15,000,000 pounds during the 
same period of last year.
